We were soon speeding along the road for Spring Grove, aeroas 
tbe Msttaponl flata, throngh the rein and darkoeaa, at happy ea 
buds.

over the prospects with perfect nucoocern anti chilled, and half 
froien, we were landed at the old homestead abont 8 ’clock.

A cap of hot coB e 
and a biscuit soon set us on our pins and Elliot and I emerged 
quietly Into tb darkness. It was s long, cheerless, chilling tramp 
from tbe bouse to the goose blind. 

Spring Grove Is one of thoee extensive plantations containing 
a thousand acres or more, which He along tbe banks of the Mat- 
taponl. Tbe stream Itself is a very Insignificant aBaIr, skirted 
for tbe moat part by strips of wtxxls. The flats adjacent are 
from halt a mile to two miles In width, mnuing from the river 
to high swelling hills, on which the resldei ces are placed. 

These fertile stretches of low ground are cultivated In wheat, 
com and other cereals. 

The large fields upon these flats contain from one hundred to 
five bnndred acres. Deep ditchea ninnlog from the bllle to Ihe 
river and skirted by hedges of cedar, separate the fields. Now 
we see s splendid stretch of wheat stnbble and ag In a wide ex¬ 
panse of corn. In the cornfields the geese teed at early morn¬ 
ing, moving back snd forth In security, ss, from the station of 
tbe watch goose, be can observe any object approaching, long 
before it Is In range, especially a human being. They have little 
to tear from the approach of humans at the season In question, 
for tbe corn has been gathered, and many days frequently elapse 
without any human being going upon the flats. Bat tbe wary 
creatures lose none of their caution by their apparent security, 
and It Is next to Impossible to get within range by the ordinary 
means of approach. Elliot had laid bis plans for sport wisely 
and well. ‘The previous season, he bad winged an old gander 
which he had cherished tenderly until the present. Dniiqg tbe 
Fall be had built a blind, and when tbe cold weather set In be 
had, after carefully clipping the gander’s wing, put him In a pen 
In the low grounds with plenty of com snd water. Tbe field was 
filled with fodder stacks so that the geese had no fear of them. 
Elliot, at thirty or forty yards distance from bis gander had built 
a square six-foot cube of s abed. This was completely covered 
with com stalks and made to resemble every other stack In the 
field. Two loop boles opened toward tbe pen. A smaU aper¬ 
ture on the opposite side admitted the sportsmen. 

Drowsy, snd stumbling through the dark, we plodded along 
through tbe grove, with onr guns tacked under onr arms gradu¬ 
ally descending to Kbe farm road and now and then stepping 
Into tbe mad boles left by the rain of the night before. There 
was no moon. Heavy clouds still obscured the sky. At last, 
taming oB the road and puINng throngh several hundred vards of 
wet soft ground we found onreelves at tbe blind. Elliot had 
not contented himself with tbe nedeasarles. He bad a little 
lamp Inside, a stove not larger than the crown of one's bat, a 
homespun carpet, two chairs, and a psir of blankets to He 
down upon. It was a right royal residence. Tbe old gsndsr bad 
given ns one or two " honk, bonks" as we approached. As 
it was still sometime before day we Ht onr clgar^ having first 
stuck our bats In tbe loop-holes to conceal onr light. Now and 
then Elliot would tip-toe to tbe apertnre and make a survey. I 
had stretched out for a snooxe and was just passing oB Into 
dreamland when Elliot tonebed me lightly, and we were at tbe 
loop-holes In an Instant. Tbe day was beginning to break Tbe 
decoy goose had already begun to move abont, uttering the 
familiar calL “ Too-Ioodle-loodle-bonk—^Too-loodle-loodle-bonk." 
Elliot hod shrewdly placed the blind to tbe north and west of tbe 
bait so ss to put ns In tbe shadow, and yet give ns the eastern 
light across onr sight. High np, and yet a long distance from 
ns, we saw three geese evidently reconnoltering tbe position, 
answering our old ally’s call. There, In full sight, was the 
tempting bait, scattered abont upon the ground but literally plied 
Into two farrows which passed on either side of tbe pen snd led 
directly to onr loop-boles. The geese seamed to pass ns by as 
they were lost to sight shove the bllod. bat what was our joy 
sod that of onr captive, as, with load rash of wing they came, 
with drallog swoop, right down to tbe ground from behind ns. 
Tha gander became clamorons with joy, and the visitors, after 
looking tatplcloutlv abont, mtda tbe welkin ring with morning 
greetings. Onard monottng Immediately took place. A stately 
gander strode forth from the group and poising himself on one 
fool, evidently assumed all the respooalbIHUes of tha occasion 
while his companions hastened to their breakfast with perfect 
confidence. We stood with besting hearts enjoying this noisy 
gabble, well knowing that It waa a signal for recralta. Nor were 
wa long disappointed. In squads of three, five, snd seven they 
came In with much lest of hesitation than the first arrival, each 
new company being greeted with load accHmatlona and promptly 
doing the clean thing, by relieving the aentlnel on poet when 
they arrived. 

Not a word bad wa spoken. Now end then e grin or e nodge 
answered every purpose of expressing satisfaction. The nnmber 
now on the belt •as at least forty. The scattered corn was soon 
completely devoured, end they b^n to shovel along the farrowe, 
and range themeelves In rows as they ted toward os. Something, 
we oonld not tell whet, alarmed them. The whole company, at 
e sharp cell from tbe •eotlnal, threw op their necks, stood erect 
sod moUoeless, with bead aalent, end eyes npturned as If nede- 
clded, while e low, whispering mormnr ran beck end forth. 
" SbaU we give It to them now," whispered I; "we had better— 
they’ll be gone before we know It." “ No, welt, they’re not 
enough In Hoe," whispered Billot, with his teeth chattering with 
excitement. It was very tempting; It was selfish to wish to shoot, 
tor whUs mine were beantlfnlly In line poor BlHot'e were sadly 
seattered. le a moment the geeee became reeseured and re- 
snmed their feeding. We could see their eye* end beer the 
** licka-tleke-tloka-tleka" of their Mile dlatloetly, ae they fad 
toward na along the farrows. But we saw avtdant sign# of nn- 
aastnesa; Billot plaoed hie gun on Ihe real and started toanap- 
erturt In tbe rear toaee wkei wee aiermlng them. Jnal ea he 


tamed away a load scream sent the whole company high In air, 
and seeing tbe uselessness of waiting for him I blsse<I away with 
both barrels and saw three geese fall. I felt him rush to bis 
gun, heard some exclamation of annoyance, and tbe next Instant 
his weapon was discharged. “ Well,” said be, " that's tbe queer¬ 
est sport I ever bad In this bllod.” I had not seen what be shot, 
or had time to explain why I fired In advance of him. His man¬ 
ner was so peculiar as he roshed headlong from tbe blind I 
thought he mnst be oBended, and followed after him to tell him 
I had fired only as a last resort. What was my amazement to 
behold him belaboring a tremendous bald eagle with a fence nil, 
while our poor old watch goose lay dead In tbe field. The whole 
situation was soon made plain. It was tbe eagl^tbat had caused 
the sadden and precipitate flight which forced my shot Elliot 
bad rushed to bis opening just In Hme to see the ravenous crea- 
tnre foiled In his other prey, too late to arrest his swoop when 
my gun was discharged, wreak his vengeance ifpon, and sink his 
talons deep in the brain of oar decoy. He explained that see¬ 
ing him rising with the dead bird In bla clutches he bad given 
him one barrel and brongbt him down. Elliot was furious. 
Poor old Dick bad been performing his part so well, and came to 
bis death so ignomlnlonsly. AH ttie sport for the remainder of 
tbe season wsa ruined by this singular mishap It was with very 
little Htlafactlon we gathered np our geese, and with a grim smile 
that Elliot remarked that he hated nothing so much as killing 
more than a man wanted. We soon bad onr game slung upon a 
pole and started for the house, eagle and all.

“ No s^, It’s too wet." 

“ Israel,’’ said be, addressing himself to the foremse, “ what 
can you do totlay, can you spare these boyel" 

“ Teas, sab. Dare outhln’ pertickler. Wn’re gwtne to put up 
da fence in de hack field, but arter dat, dar eant much we kin do, 
de groan's so wet.” 

Phil, go over to Mr. Woolfolks and ask him te 
send or bring Ring, Music and Rosy. Don't want but those three." 

“ Aye, aye, boss.” And sway Phil started. 

“ Wash, go over to .Mr. Turner’s snd ask him to send or bring 
Rattler and Rambler. Be here by twelve o’clock, d'ye under- 
suudl” And away Wash started. 

“ .Mara Elliot, you better take my dog Leo," said an old, lame 
darkey, who was llatenlng. “ He’s de greatest bar’dog ever I 
see.” 

“AH right, have I-eo here toa We'U wake up the low 
grounds.” 

“ George, you take the pony, sod ride over to Mr. Wright’s, 
and tell him we want him and bis whole pack of six, sod to be 
sure he reacbee here by twelve o’elock.” 

Having thus planned our atternooo’a campaign, we mounted 
onr horses for a morning’s shoot at partridges. 

Elliot’s Don was a dropper, being ont of Dido, a delicate, 
beautiful pointer bitch with every mark of floe breeding, by a 
sturdy thoroughbred setter. Don bad bred to tbe setter side, and 
no one who waa unaware of bis pedigree would have suppos^ ha 
was not a fall-bred setter.

Don and Henry at lost drew carefully 
In toward nme, vieing with each other In their cantlons ap¬ 
proach. Eva, who had ran rampant all the morning, waa wheel¬ 
ing abont at e considerable distance, with dancing tall and flying 
aarst aha eaugbt sight of thalr motions and throwing benelf on 
her hannebea for a moment, with heed high and ears thrown 
over her bead, came raoblng like a whirlwind, and at the struck 
the ecent hot end keen bounded, once, twice, thrice, lUie a rubber 
bell, spite of our loud reiterated orders, plump Into the eovey, 
and then went after them like a bullet. Dou and Henry cams 
cowaring to' heal while the sped on her ooursa for two handred 
yards, rsturalng with tha tome headlong rath and no more 


llctaolng to oa than If tbe bad do ear*. A tbraabiog that made

“I thought I 
bad whipped her Into ataunchneea but ahe la hopeleaaly ungoT- 
ernable. Whipping doea no good. With energy aod endurance 
that I nerer aaw aurpaaaed, with to rxquialta noae, a floe re¬ 
triever, abe apolla all our aport and I give op the taak of trying 
to bre^ her. With a check cord aba performa beautifully but 
a man cauoot apeod bla life breaking oue dog. Left tie her 
with a bridle rein until we flulab up tbia covey. We have but 
little lime.” 

Poor Eva waa called In and tied to tbe rein of Elllot'a mare. 
In wboae gaotleneaa we bad perfect confidence She aat whining 
and whimpering aa we moved off, and then began whirling and 
yelping and rolling on tbe ground. Tbe old mare atood perfectly

Why th« Traut Bbued In the Pan. 


" Speaking of fish,” said the man at the head of tbe table, 
“ did yon ever hear about Dr Crosby's famous Minnesota trout I 
No. Well, the story Isn't a bad one. Shall I tell Itl” 

“ Hold on there," from one of the boarders. " Let this thing 
be started tight. What Dr. Crosby do yon mean—the prescberl" 
“Certainly. There la only one Dr, Crosby of any note to New 
York. Well, tbe story la a fact, gentlemen; every word as true as 
the gospel that Dr.Crosby preaches to bis respectable congregation. 
There's no need to say that tbe Doctor Is not a sporting man; 
everybody knows that; In fact, he leans toward Puritanism rather 
than worldly ways But there's one kind of sport that he does 
like, and that Is trout fishing. Mott preachers like to go off 
fishing once In a while. Perhaps It runs In the cloth. Tbe first 
preachers, yon know, were fishetpieo, and—’’ 

“ Oh, come, give ns the story, not a sermon.” 

“ All right. Well, one day when Dr. Crosby got home after a 
busy morning he found In bis study an odd looking box that bad 
been left by an expressman doting his absence. There was noth¬ 
ing on It to tell where It came from or what It contained, sod 
after examlog It carefully the Doctor decided to put It away till 
be should hear somelhlng about It. ' Who knows,’ be said, ‘ but 
It may be some sort of an Infernal machine V It Is best to be < n 
tbe safe side. So be put tbe box away In a case tbit he locked 
securely, so that no member of his household should have a 
chance to meddle with the mystery, and perhaps be blown all to 
pieces.

The Inbabllante of tbe seaports are large consumers of fish, of 
which first lo tha (cale of merit tanks the tKMd —christened tbe 
Barbery aelmou—a species of shad which, lo fiavor, la Incompar¬ 
ably superior, ertdi experts, to tbe vaunted shad of tbe Bcbuylklll. 
Next come aaidlnaa, which, when fresh from the ess, fried In 


olive oil, with a dash of lemon, may vie with Greenwich white- 
bait, or the boecarone of Malaga. Red mullet—" tbe woodcock 
of submarine planutlons ’’—(though outraged by native cooks, 
who, miserable heathens I re]ect Its su lime liver, and never dream 
of envelope of oiled paper,) and the delicate silvery “ Father 
Abraham "—In else a bening. In savor a poem—claim honorable 
mention. Huge thunnies, ponderous rock-cod, light pink 
“ snappers,” sealing up to a doaen pounds, weightier and rosier 
“ stump-noses,” sapphlrlne gurnards, base, gray and black bream, 
gray mullet, herrings, mackerel, anchovies, turbots, and soles 
abound at certain seasons In various fishing all along tbe coast, 
together with a score of other kinds—tome brlllisntly striped or 
spotted—of which I may remark, In tbe words of Sir Rupert the 
Fearless: 

"Their figures end Terms lo describe, language falls— 

Tiiey've such very odd heads aud such very odd tells— 

Of Inelr geuus and species a sample to gain 
You would ransack all Bllllugsgste Market In vain." 

Buck, for Instance, are the laaeryrM and irgal —caught In large 
quantities In tbe Bay of Agadir, at the southern limits of Morocco 
—which, baked, dried or salted, are lo great demand among the 
Moors of tbe Interior and tbe Palm people of tbe Sahara, who 
account kippered fish a soverelgo specific for a surfeit of fruit. 
Turtle are also plentiful. It Is said, at Agadir, where the natives 
have not discovered the galuptlousneas of calipash and calipee: 

" WThy, nsliire, waste thy wonders on such men?" 

Eve I tbe lobster, secred to tbe mayonnaise; the cray-fisb, which 
glorifies the bisque; the crab, tha shrimp, tbe j>rawn (commend 
me to thy curry, O prawn I), the mussel, which embellishes tbe 
Normandy Matel de—yea, by 8t. Dando I even tbe oyster— 
serve more often to bait the lines of Hoorlib fishermen than to 
grace Moorish gastronomy, while to the native Jew such luxuries 
are utterly tabooed. But the Moors eat slimy octopods—which 
are also bought by stewards of tbe Franco-Moorish steamers, for 
their cabin tables—and tbe greasy conger and mursioa are by no 
means despised by the natives, who, “ O dura Xaurorum dial" 
cot tbe eels Into fillets, which are soaks 1 In a sort of pickle (com¬ 
posed of pounded cinnamon, nutmegs, garlic, parsley-seed, and 
chllles), then fried In oil, and eaten with the pickle by way of 
sauce; lo, the Moorish marinade! Skates, stlng-rays, dog-fish, 
gar-fish, barnacls*, sea-urchins, and cuttle-fish (esteemed a dainty 
by Spanish residents In some of tbe coast towns) are also eaten 
by the poorest Moors. As to tbe fresh-water fish, “ they may 
offer many objects of Interest to the Ichthyologist, but do not 
seem likely to a Id much to tbe resources of tbe cook.”— Tint- 
Uy't Mogatitu. 

Pro|>agating Smelts. 

VISIT TO TQX UaCKX.S'SSCK HIVEH—MUMSER OF EbOS IN S SMELT. 

On Monday a parly of gentlemen Interested In Osb-cullure— 
among them were Mr. F. Mather, of tbe U. S. Fisb Commission, 
and Mr H. D. McGovern, of Brooklyn—went to the Hackensack 
River, Cherry Hill Suilon, N. J., to witness the operations used 
lo propagating the smelt. Mr. George Ricardo, one of the fish- 
wardens of the river, appreciating tbe excellence of tbe Hacken¬ 
sack smelt, and Its superiority In fiavor ai.d delicacy over those 
caught In other waters, conceived, some four years ago, the Idea 
of propagating the smelt. In 1876 the catch of. fisb In tbe river 
was small, for In the neighborhood of Cherry Hill Station a few 
pounds represented tbe whole yield. Having arranged apparatus 
of tbe simplest character adapted to fertlllxlng the eggs of tbe 
smelt, Mr. Ricardo has succeeded, In time, In quite restocking 
the river. In fact, where a few fish were caught come years ago, 
now very good catches are made. The stocking of tbe liver with 
smelts rests upon that same general law whlctfloverns all fish- 
culture. When tbe smelt Is grsvid she ascends the stream where 
she was boro So deposit her eggs, which are to be fructified by the 
male fisb. The fish being caught In a fyke-net, some 25 pounds 
of fish, or 750 fish—for the Hackensack smelts, like the Raritan 
or Passaic fisb, are quite small—are put in a box which has boles 
perforated in it, which receptacle has a quantity of pine brush 
thrown Into It Tbe box Is hauled Into the stream, where It floats, 
the fisb keeping alive, and the fish deposit their eggs there. Tbe 
eggs of tbe smelt, being glutinous, adhere to tbe bra ches. After 
a certain time, 24 to 36 hours, these branches with their clusters 
of eggs are put back Into tbe stream, when they sink, and when 
the fisb are batched they take care of themselves. Tbe fish after 
they have spawned In tbe box are marketed. As tbe Otmerut 
mordax Is a very lender fisb. It could not stand the ordinary strip¬ 
ping practice as la employed for tront. A net was brought to tbe 
surf.ee during the visit, and some 40 pounds of this delicate fish 
were brought on shore. On landing tbe fisb, that marked cucum¬ 
ber smell, which Is a peculiarity of the smelt, was quite noticea¬ 
ble. The fish were all ripe, and tbe meshes of the fyke net were 
covered with spawn. Tbe number of eggs In a ripe fish, according 
to Mr. Ferguson, tbe Maryland Flab Commissioner, Is some 50,- 
000, Accurate measure i.ents of the eggs were made on tbe 
spot by Mr. Mather, who found that tbe unlmpregnated egg was 
one-tbirtlelh of an Inch In diameter, while the Impregnated was 
one-lwenty-dfth of an Inch. A series of very careful researches 
on tbe embryology of the egg of the smelt are due to Prof. Rice, 
of the Hopkins University. This season the spawning of the 
smelt lo tbe Hackensack has commenced tome 16 days earlier 
than lo 1879. At Ibis same point last year, Mr. A. A. Anderson, 
ssslatant of the New Jersey Fish Commission, was engaged In 
stocking tbe river. This case of work In fish-culture on this 
river Is exceptional, but excellent of Its kind, and It shows how, 
at a very small expense tod without any lost of Hsb, a stock of 
fish In a river can be kept op. In tbe same way, Mr. Ricardo has 
been propagating shad In the Hackensack with equally good re- 
aulta Mr. .McGovern, representing E. 0. Blackford, the New 
Turk State Fish Commissioner, was studying the process, with the 
Idea of stocking the numerous streams on Long Island with this 
very good fish. It may be mentioned that smelt, though an 
aoadromons Ash, can become landlocked, tbe New Hampshire 
Commissioner having successfully stocked some of their fresh¬ 
water lakes with the smelt.—New York Timti. 


Tbp Candle FUb. 


The sulachon, TAsIiicAtApa paetjleut, Is so fat that It Is dried 
and burned as a candls by the Indians on the northwest cosst of 
North America, from British Colombia northward, and hence it 
la also known as tbe candle fisb. It Is one of the salmonldw, 
rnneb resembllug the smelt of the eastern coast In Its general ^ 
pearance. having, however, a longer anal fin composed of twenty 
or mors rays wblle^he oorrespondlog fin on tbs smelt has but 
fifteen, and other differences readily dlstlngnlshabls by tbe nat¬ 
uralist. The eulacfaoo seldom exceeds fifteen Inohss In length 
and Is the fattest of all fishes. It can be burned, when dried, by 
lighting It at tbs tall, but as a rule when pteparsd for this nss by 
the Indians a srtek of some fibrous material, wood usually, la 
pasted through the fish before drying. They are also drisd and 
smoked for food, tbp extrems cold of that dImats rendering the 
fattest things moat aooeptahia, and they are often eaten by the 
few clylltaed men who penetrate that country but are a trifle too 
much for a discriminating palate. They were formerly quits 


plenty as far south as Pu^’t Bound but are now an unceruin 
visitor to that locality. The oU U often tried out of these fish 
and made to do duty as lard and butter. They come In from sea 
to the spawning grounds in March, and their advent Is balled 
with Joy by tbe Indians who Uke them In great numbers and 
store them away for use throughout the year. 

Girard says says of tbe sulachon: *• They cannot be con¬ 
sidered as occurring In large numbers south or east of the south 
era end of Vancouver’s Island. Further northward they are con- 
suntly abnodant The Hsida, Btickeoe and Chumtsevan In¬ 
dians living along the coasU of British and Rusalan America 
bring vut quantities of these fish with them when visiting the 
white setUementa on Puget’s Sound. Tbe fish thus brought are 
for the consumption of the strangers during their stay, and have 
been simply dried without salt, and for convenience In drying or 
transportation have been strung on sharp, pliable sticks which 
are passed through their heads. When eaten after being thus 
prepared they should be either steamed or boiled. When thus 
cooked they are very palatable.” Our informant, who has spent 
some time lo that country and Is a fair Judge of what Is good 
eating, differs from Girard lo his estimate of their edible or 
rather their gnsUtory qualities. He writes; “ An Indian relishes 
them, and tbe Indians here relish anything, even to deciylug fish 
and whale blubber, but they are too strong for my stomach which 
is a very good one.” 

The Fishery Exhibition. 


The International Fishery Exhibition which opens on the 20lh 
of next month Is assuming great proportions, and the part which 
tbe United States will play In It promises to be far beyond all 
previous conception formed of Its possibilities, not only In tbe 
amount of material which will be displayed but also In the 
methods employed lo the Investigations and t^.e minute and 
careful research which has been conducted In reference to our 
sea fisheries (which Is really the object for which tbe commis¬ 
sion was created) by Professor Baird and his corps of trained as¬ 
sistants. 

Had these researches been as thoroughly made ten years ag.> 
the country would have been saved five and a half million dol¬ 
lars, tbe amount of the Halifax award, and there Is no doubt of 
tbe fact that wbeu the fisheries question comes up again the 
United States will be able to show Just what our fisheries are 
worth. 

It Is too soon to attempt to give a list of what will be shown at 
Berlin but It Is sufficient to say that It Includes everything that 
relates to fish, their capture, marketlug, curing, products made 
from them, boats and nets, their culture, transportation, litera¬ 
ture, etc., and each department lain charge of an expert who bos 
been specially selected for tbe duties. The whole Is in charge 
of Professor G. Brown Goode, deputy commissioner, with tbe fol¬ 
lowing staff: 

Mr. Fred. Mather lo charge of flab-culture with lustsuctlons to 
report on the progress and present state of tbe art In Europe; 
Mr. F. W. True lo charge of tbe arrangements of exhibits. 

Mr. J. E. Rockwell, stenographer and secretary, and Mr. Joseph 
Palmer, taxidermist. In charge of the plaster casts. 

Capt. Joseph W. Collins, a typical Massachusetts fisherman, 
who will explain our modes and report on all methods and lin- 
plemsnts In use In Europe. 

Tbe party will sail in tbe North German Lloyd steamer 
“Neckar”nn Saturday, March 20, at 2 p. m., from tbe Bremen 
Pier, Hoboken. 

Tbe report which will be made to Congress of this exhibition 
promises to be of the most vsluable character, and Its prepara¬ 
tion will Involve tbe entire time of Prof. Goode and his staff 
while absent, for tbe time Is short In which they can gather their 
material, and consequently theirs Is no holiday trip but one of 
thorough Investigation aud a patient digging for facts which 
necessitates much work. 


Trout Fighiog through the loe. 

(Prom oiir Special Correspondenl.) 

Chicsoo, III. 

I was stopping at tbe Riverside Hotel, In Black River Falls, 
WIs., the early part of last week, and on sitting down to break¬ 
fast was surprised at being served with an elegant dish of broiled 
brook trout. I Inquired eagerly where they were obtained at this 
season of tbe year, and was Informed by Mr. Lake, the genial 
host, that they were caught In a small creek only a mile from 
town, and that large numbers of them were being taken every 
day when tbe weather was at all mild. 

This chanced to be a clear, mild day, and we at once planned 
a trip to tbe creek to make a personal Investigation of the matter. 

Accordingly Mr. Lake bitched his span of Indian ponies to bis 
boggy and we drove out to tbe creek. It has been damned at 
two places about a mile apart for tbe purpose of securing mill 
power. I alto understand that It has frequently teen dammed 
at other points by fishermen who have been there, because on 
those occasions the fish wouldn't bite. 

Tbe mill ponds for ed by the dams first mentioned are etch 
half a mile long, and are covered with Ice about a foot thick. At 
tbe upper pond there were perhaps fifteen or twenty men and 
boys, and several ladles, fishing, and nearly all were meeting with 
moderate success. Each person bad three to five boles cut lo the 
Ice a short distance apart, and a book “ set ” In each. 

Tbe bait most used la tbe while grub, which Is found by peel¬ 
ing tbe bark from pine logs, though some prefer tbe eyes of the 
fiab they catch. 

At nearly every one of theta holes a number of the “ speckled 
beauties ” (no account of a trout fishing experience would be 
complete without tbe IntrodocUun of this term) were to be seen 
laying lo Irregular pllea. Some of tbs more fortunate persons 
wefe catching large numbers. One boy caught eighteen lo our 
hole In leaa than ten minutes. 

Of course all tbit la In open violation of state law, and yet no 
secret Is made of It and no attempt made to prevent It. 

Some of these people sell tbe trout they catch and keep tbe 
local market supplied nearly all Winter, 

Mr. L. Informs me that several streams within easy distance of 
Black River Falls furnish excellent trontlng to season, and men¬ 
tioned several very large sooree that bad bMn made by sports¬ 
men who bad vlalted them. Cc^oiics.

a. a work of art, bu undoubtedly done much to—If we may UM 
the term^orruptthe public mind upon the .object of the Ne “ 
foondland. A vast number 
of people, without troublln.; 
themMlye. to Inquire Into the 
matter, have awoclated the 
hlack.and-whlte dog with the 
correct type of the Newfound¬ 
land, utterly regardleu of the 
fact that Sir Edwin may have 
wiected this color a. brighter 
and more suitable fur the ob¬ 
ject be had In view. 

How this large black-and- 
white dog, or Landwer New¬ 
foundland a. It Is now termed, 
ever came Into existence Is 
hard to explain, but it Is Im¬ 
possible to doubt for an In¬ 
stant that It partakes largely 
of the character of the pure¬ 
bred Newfoundland. It Is 
certainly true that to the 
Island of Newfoundland ItMlf 
loanj black-and-wblte dogs are 
to be found, but they appar¬ 
ently bare no stronger claims 
to be considered pure New¬ 
foundlands than any large- 
steed mongrel In this country 
has to be styled a mastiff. 

Admirers of the black-and- 
wblte dog endeavor t) believe 
that the color of a Newfound¬ 
land Is Immaterial, and hence 
that their favorites are of the 
same variety as the black, but 
In doing BO they neglect to 
notice several other {Krinta of 
distinction between the two 
breeds. In the first pl.ee, the 
head of the Newfoundland 
generally 1. larger and more 
solid than that of hi. parti¬ 
colored relation, whilst the 
latter Is slacker In his loins, 
and the tendency to curl In bis 
coat Is more frequent. Of 
course. In some In.-tances 
magnificent specimens of the 
black-and-white dog—such a. 

Mr. Evans’ Dick—have been 
shown, and these can compare 
In almost every respect most 

favorably with the black variety. In many cawt, however, they 
would, ^Ibly on ^unt of the prejudice which exist, .gainst 
their color, stand but little chance of sucoeu In open com- 
petltlon, «> the committees of some leading Miow. have Institu¬ 
ted a elm for Newfoundland, other than black, which we 
venture to predict will M>on be largely patronised. 

As a companion this dog 1. highly appreciated, and hi. mark¬ 
ings cerUInly render him handsomer than the black dog: whilst 
for utility, devotion to hi. master, and gentleness of dIspoMtIon, he 
la not Inferior to the variety from whence he undoubtedly aprung. 

By far tbs Imt specimen of the Landseer Newfoundland we 
are acquainted with Is Mr. Evans’ Dick, above mentioned, who 
has won prises at every show where there has been a class for,

Unfortunately, owing either 
to carelessness on the side of 
the breeders, or a desire on 
their part to render the dogs 
I hey breed for sale, not for 
work, the services of the blsck- 
and-tan Gordon setter have 
been called Into rrqulsltlon In 
many cases.

Is very great; for persons who are Ignorant of 
what a collie should be, and think they are purchasing one when 
they pay a long figure for a second-rate Gordon setter, get dls- 
gust^ when they discover their purchase’s lack of intelligence, 
and give up the breed to try their fortunes with another. Only 
a short time back we were requested by a friend to call and see a 
magnificent collie he had recently “ picked up ” In a town not 
a hundred miles from Bristol; we did so, and although be wu 
unfortunately not at home, bis wife was In, and would bo glad to 
see lu. She was accompanied Into the room by a bisek-and-tan 
rougb-coated dog, of which we took no particular notice at first, 
but after a few minutes' conversation, expressed a wish to see 
toe new purchase, when to our horror we were Informed that the 
settery mongrel before ns was the animal upon whose merits we 
were expected to pass .favorable opinion. At last the reason 
for the purchase came out: the dog had been placed first at a

Mr Thomson says: 

“ Collies are divided into roughs and smooths, tbe former gen¬ 
erally carrying off tbe palm for beauty. As far aa build, shape, 
and color are concerned tbe two are exactly alike, and one 
description will answer for both. They only differ In coat, the 
rough breed having a very thick, rough Jacket, In fact, a double 
coat, the under one being aealakln-llke In both color and texture, 
while the other la coarse and hard. Tbe smooth dog has a short 
coat, almost as close as a pointer's, but denser and harder; bis 
legs are free of hair; except that on tbe bocks It Is often longer 
and denser than on tbe body. The rougb species carry a con¬ 
siderable amount of feather 
on the bocks, but from tbe 
hocks to tbe heels the legs 
should be quite clean. Down 
the back of the front legs 
there should also be plenty of 
feather, which In the working 
collie Is very dense, whilst in 
tbe drawing-room pet constant 
brushing renders It soft and 
long, as In the setter. For 
working purposes one Is equal 
to tbe other; In the North of 
England rough collies seem 
preferred, whilst with the 
Southern drovers tbe smooth 
variety appears to be the most 
populsr, many drovers being 
of the opinion that tbe smooth 
stand more work than the 
rough, coated are capable of, 
the long jackets of the latter 
getting heavy with mud and 
wet, causing them to tire. 

“As a thing of beauty the 
rough collie Is favorite, espe¬ 
cially with ladirs, bis long 
coat being more admired than 
tbe sober, business-l ke jacket 
of his confrere. 

“The 8 otch colllc should 
be strongly built, but lithe 
and sclve, giving one tbe 
idea of great pace. 

“ Shouldere well set back, 
not loaded. 

“ CAwt deep, with room for 
bis lungs to play freely. 

“ Back broad and muscular. 

“ Fore lege strong and 
straight, but not heavy, and 
well under bis body. 

“Hocks good ’slckle-shsped,’ 
and free of feather down to 
tbe heel. 

“ Bend long and sharp, but 
not snipy In the mnxxle, or 
domed In tbe skull. 

“ Ears small, and seml- 
erect. 

“ Color black and tan, black, white and tan, black and white 
sabl", grey. etc. 

“There Is one strain of smooth collie which calls for particular 
attention, and that Is tbe variety called sometimes tbe Welsh 
collie, and at others tbe Highland ‘ heeler,’ In color this dug Is 
a peculiar sort of greyish hue, to which the terms ' harlequin,’ 

' plum-pudding,’ ‘ tortoise abell,' are all applied. He Is usually 
found with one eye (sometimes both) ‘ wall-eyed,’ or ‘ Cblna- 
eyed,’ which Is a great additional attraction on the show bench, 
whilst there exists amongst many shepherds a belief that this sort 
of eye never loses Its sight, which superstition. If It were true, 
wiuild naturslly greatly lucrease the value of a China-eyed dog 
In their eyes. A rough-coated dog of this color Is very rare, by 
far the best shown of late years being Mr. Brackenbnry’s Scott.’’ 

On reading tbe shove opinions it will be observed that,carloualy 
enough, both Mr. Shirley and Mr. Thomson have omitted to make 
any allnslon to tbe feet of a collie, which we consider one of tbe 
most essential points In tbe dog; they should be small and rather 
round. 

It it also desirable further to describe tbe cost. Tbe coat of 
a sh.ep-dog (whether tbe animal Is of the rough or smooth 
vsriety) Is a matter of considerable Importance, for a dog with 
a thin, sparse jacket would be unable to do his work on the 
moors. Mr. Thomson In his remarks speaks of tbe doable coat 
as the correct style, and this we folly endorse. The under cost 
should, as that g. ntleman alleges, resemble sealskin, the darop- 
reslstlng properties of which ensures tbe dog being saved from 
tbe Inclemency of tbe weather to a great extent. The longer or 
outer coat should be harsh and wear-resisting to the touch, not 
line and thin, as In a setter. Dogs possessing tbe latter cross 
Invariably snffer from the cold and rain. Tbs smooth-coated 
dog only differs In that his outer coat la aborter, suffer, and 
denser than In bis long-haired companions, and thus tbe abwnce 
of length la compensated for by additional thickness. 

Mr. Bblrley has also given nv a scale of potnta aa he apportions 
them, which will be very useful as showing tbe precise value he 
attaches to one point In oompariaou with another.

As regards the breeding of sheep-dogs, a well-known authority 
on the aubject who prefers to let his Identity remain concealed, 
gives us the following bints, which, although biicBy expressed, 
will be found of Importance; 

“ Avoid mating flat or prick-eared colllea, as tbe progeny Is 
almost acre to come one or the other. An exception may be 
made to tbis rule when you kaott tbe ancestors to have been 
really good specimens of tbe breed; there Is a very great chance 
of the puppies throwing back to them, and not lob^tlng their 
parents' faulls. I sm always reluctant to mate rough collies 
with smooth ones. Though yon may do so, and get good pupplea 
of each variety, yon can never he certain of your expectations 
being realised whan breeding from their progeny. Avoid heavy- 
headed, ,/taf-eared collies. Though both are objecUooable, I 
would rather breed from a good-headed prick-eared one than a 
good-beaded flat-eared one. Und.-r-coat I always have been, and 
always will be, a great stickler for; In fact, never breed from a 
dog with no under-coat, or an open top-coit. 

“Color is. In my judgment, a minor consideration, provided 
the leading points—such ss shape, coat, bead, and ears—are 
right. Collies throw back In this respect In the most extraordin¬ 
ary way, and In one litter you often get three or four different 
colors.’’ 

With regard to the animals selected for illustraUon, the rough- 
coated specimen Is Mr. Shirley’s Hornpipe, bred by him In IS^fl, 
by Trefoil from Kit, by Malcolm, Trefoil by Twig, out of Bess, 
by Rattler. Her chief performances are; First Manchester, 
first Darlington, flrst Bristol, first Alexandra Palace, 1877; first 


Crytal Palace, 1878; champion prixe Alexandra Palace, 1879. 
We have not been able to obtain her measurements. 

Tarrow, Mr. Thomson’s smooth-coated bitcb. Is also an unusu¬ 
ally good one, but Is without a pedigree, having been Imported 
Into this country by Mr. Hugh Dsisiel. Mr. Thomson pronounces 
her to be tbe bmt worker on sheep In bis kennel, but an Invet¬ 
erate pitacher. A peculiar trait In her character Is referred to 
thus by her owner; we give his own words; “This same bitch 
when having whelps, will, as they get old enough to eat, sneak 
off like a wolf or fox, and on her return she will disgorge rab¬ 
bits, eggs, etc., for the delectation of her young.’’ Her 
chief performances are: First Chesterfleld, 1877; flrst and cup 
Hanover, 1879. Tbe measurements of Yarrow are as follows: 
Tip of nose to stop, 8f Inches; stop to occiput, inches; length 
of back, 19 Inches; girth of miusle, 10 Inches; girth of skull, 
15 Inches; girth of neck, 14i Inches; girth of brisket, 80 Incbes; 
girth round shoulders, 25 Inches; girth of loins. 81 Inches; girth 
of bind leg St stifle-joint, 11 Incbes; girth of fore-arm, 0 Inches; 
girth round pastern, 4 Inches; height at top sbonldera, 80 Inches; 
height at elbows, 10^ Incbes; height at loins, 80 Incbes; height 
at bock, 0 Inches; length of tall, 14^ Inches. 

Amongst the best dogs of the day are Mr. Ashwln’s Cocksle, 
although bis ears are not quite perfect; Mr. Thomson’s Hero, 
Marcus, sod Bess; Mr. BiseeH's CMkIs, the sire of Cocksle; Mrs. 
Skinner’s Vero, tbe best dog out, only rather silky In coat, and 
usually shown like an alderman; and last, but not leas*, Mr. 
Shirley’s Trefoil, Hornpipe, and Hulakln. 

In smooth-coated do^ there la only Mr. Thomson’s Guelt, alto 
Imported by Mr. Hugh Dalslel (descended from Crichtoo’s dog, 
who was bung with bis master for sheep-stealing) that we can 
coll to recollection se being above the ordinary mu, whilst tbe 
same gentleman’s Tarrow, together with Mr. Swinburne’s Lsstle, 
and Mr James Fawdry's, late Mr. Mapplebeck’s, Fan, compose a 
trio of Mtebes which combined cannot be beaten.

TBB BOB-TAIIJID SBBBP-DOO. 

This variety has little In common with tbe collie dog as de¬ 
scribed above, and Is a rare companion for people In the higher 
classes of society, as his homely and rugged exterior place- his 
claims to aristocratic patronage beneath those of the ordinary 
collie. In appearance be Is of a far stouter and coarser build 
than bis cousins, tbe Scotch and Welsh sheep-dogs, and bis coat 
Is usually long, shaggy, and Inclined to curl. This last feature Is 
a defect, but In this variety only a minor one. His face la 
shaggy. If not devoid of long hair, os in Ibe collie, and his 
color bis usually griule. The skull Is round sod muxile truncated, 
with the couplings short and square. Tbe chief feature In the 
breed, however. Is the almost absence of tail, which Is of the 
shortest possible dimensions. A theory has been started that 
this Is tbe result of constant generatlooa of sheep-dogs with 
docked tails having been bred together; but this appears Incred¬ 
ible to us. Should this reasoning be correct, we may sbortly ex¬ 
pect to produce English terriers with ready cropped ears, or fox- 
terriera and spaniels with naturally docked tails. Another theory 
Is that this breed has been croseed with tbe bull-dog, and hence 
the natural aingnlarlty In Its caudal appendages. We cannot 
however receive this suggestion with more favor than the 
former, aa so large a cross of bull would Inevitably render the 
dog too “ bard’’ In mouth, and give the breed a tendency to 
worry stock, which would be very undesirable In a drover’s dog. 
However, whatever may be tbe reason for this development, the 
variety exists, and, as a working dog, has no superior. 

Mr. R. J. Lloyd Price, of Rhiwias, has owned some of tbe best 
specimens we have seen, hla old Bob being a very large prize¬ 
winner at our shows. He says of them that “ They come prin¬ 
cipally from tbe Lake country, and are not adapted for penning 
or driving, but are best for escorting sheep along the roads, 
where they often show their cleverness by running over tbe 
backs of a closelv-packed flock of sheep, and getting In front to 

turn them, when they cannot 
pass by the side. They are 
even better adapted for rough 
wear and tear than the long¬ 
haired sort, their coat being of 
a sort of door-mat texture. 
The bob-tall I believe to have 
arisen from tbe fact that a tax 
used to be Imposed on all dogs 
with a tall, and a long course 
of breeding from dogs with tbe 
tails cot off bss produced these 
results.’’ It will be aeen from 
the latter remarks that Mr. 
Price has faith In tbe theory 
given above, tboogir we cannot 
admit our own Is very great. 
His allusion, loo, to the bob- 
tailed dog ruoni g over the 
backs of sheep has, to a cer¬ 
tain extent, snrprls^ ns. We 
know the practice la acommon 
one amongst sheep-dogs, but 
should have considered the 
breed In question of too heavy 
a build to resort to such means 
of heading bis sheep. 

Tbe original type of the bob- 
tailed sheep dog Is uncertain. 
The best we have met with 
have generally been In Devon, 
where at Exeter and other 
shows In tbe county «e have 
seen them In fair numbers, 
sod in quality what we con¬ 
sider perfection. Tbe ani¬ 
mals are said to be very intel¬ 
ligent, and everlasting work¬ 
ers; but slthough picturesque, 
they appear slow, and have 
not that bright knowing look 
that dlslltigulshes tbe collie. 
The colors are black and white, 
or grizzle, with more or less of 
distinct white patches. It Is, 
however, singular that a very 
similar variety appears to be 
known In Scotland, where It 
also Is somsllmes termed tbe 
"Rough-coated” collie, from 
the sbagginesa of its jacket In a letter which appeared In tbe 
Live Stock Journal of Nov. 15, 1878, Hr, Gordon James Phillips, 
of Glenllvet, described this variety os follows: 

“ Tbe orl^n of tbe rough-coated collie Is more difficult to 
trace back to Its native wilds than any other dog that we know. 
It forms a small minority among shepherds’ dogs, and It Is sel¬ 
dom, If ever, seen pure-bred In tbe north of Scotland. Nature, 
however, has given It marks which cannot be effaced, which help 
to unravel tbe mtstery which envelops Its nativity. These are 
Its shaggy coat, the thickness of Its skin, and the formation of 
Its limbs. Tbe thick skin and the shay^ cost point unmistak¬ 
ably to Its being tbe native of a cold climate; while tbe short 
powerful limbs point as powerfully to Its being tbe native of a 
mountainous country. Glancing for a moment at other animals 
that ore natives of ^tland, and marking the rrsemblancu be¬ 
tween them and tbe rough-^ted collie, we are Inclined to think 
that It also Is Scotch. Tske, for examine, HIgbIsnd cattle and 
Highland horses. They bare the rough coot, the short thick 
llmba, and Ihe thick akin, and In their own characters the same 
amount of endurance. The only plausible argument against the 
collie being Scotch Is Its scordty In Scotland. This msv be 
accounted for, however, when we take Into consideration Ibe 
fact that the black tmd tan collls It better adapted th\'i the 
rough-coated collie for the ordinary work about small farms, 
such as driving In and out cattle, sitting beside a few sheep, and 
to on. It It also more easily trained for work of this sort 
Tbit would naturally make t^ block and tan collie a greater 
favorite with farmers than Its rough-coaled neighbor. Within 
tbe lost few years, however, sheep have become more valnihle, 
and the rough coated eolUe bss again become fashlonsb.e, 
abepheids preferring It for Its endurance of cold and fatigue, 
and its ability at a driver. Shepherds also affirm that for sheep 
It Is, on (he whole, the best dog.

■vlA* they only fly low In a high wind, and a* a high wind meant 
hUndlng cloBdt of dust and aaod. It was all very wall to shoot 
.them from the shelter of the orumbling mins of tbs Portnmiea* 
fort, when ibara wa* a flight passing within twenty or thirty 
yards of It* wall* ererr five minutes or to. ta to the “ good old 
tlOMEi" hot when they all, bf on* aalntary Inattnet, agreed 


to give tbe old f.>rt a wide berth, and wbeu hardly any two 
flights took tbe tame line to a hundred yards or so, then It was 
” not good enough” for Castar and hi* master to crouch for 
hour* on tbe open beach. In a blinding, atlfllng, choking drift of 
sand, to be rewarded sometimes by a brace of blue rocks, some¬ 
times to enter the town gates “Imdontfle,” ts dear old Jules 
would say. 

There was always a flock of black duck* In the bay, but they 
were presnmably fishy -, moreover, tbe tame causes which militated 
against rolltary tea-llthlog alto deterred me from cruising In tbe 
cranky old turtle after those provoking palmipedes. 

Tbe partridges, so said the country Moors, bad nested late, and 
tbe young birds were but “cheepers” In June; whereas I bad In 
former seasons known many of them to be strong on the wing In 
May. Moreover, many of the rural population, Mng still “ hard 
op” for coin and out of work, continuous raids had Imn made on 
the neats of tbe unfortunate red-leg.^ and their eggs had bi-eii 
brought Into the Mogador market by hundreds, purchased without 
scruple by Moors and Jews, even by some unsportsmanlike Euro¬ 
peans, who pronounced them to be a* good a* plovers’ eggs. 

Almost d^ was tbe sandy surface of my favorite “ l^oon,” 
stretching along in smooth expanse, with scanty patches of mud 
and marsh—outside the town gardens, rendered rank and fertile 
by irrigation, from tbe peaceful Moslem God’s Acre, with lu 
cluster of palm tree* near tbe Morocco Gate, to tbe open Jewish 
graveyard by the blue waves outside tbe B b Doqualla—and far 
away, with island of hammocks In the midst, to the base of tbe 
ever-shifting bills of golden sand. 8o for two months strolls 
round this favorite shooting-ground of mine, commencing within 
five minutes’ walk of my bouse, would produce nothing more than 
a casual brace of bonny redshank, a passing pigeon, or, per¬ 
chance, a plover; though I could have killed numbers of pretty 
sandpipers, and such “ small deer,’’ which would continually hop 
about and feed confidingly on tbe mud within ten or twelve 
yards ol me and Cesar, who took no more notice of the “ dear 
little dickey-birds” (from a slaughtering point of view) than bis 
master. 

Did I prolong my walk over the rough rock-ledges by the shore, 
lulled by the resonant music of Its cesaeleas surge, there, at suit¬ 
able states of the tide, could I find a few whimbrel and grey 
plover, which took a good deal of stalking to get within shot of, 
with plenty of turnstones, always left In place to tbeir crusta¬ 
cean or molluscan diet, and cormorants, shags, and gulls, either 
flying temptingly overhead or swimming on the ruffled surface of 
some neighboring creek. 

Taking to the winding camel-track along the cliffs toward 
Saffl, with tbeir few patches of Ice-plant, and tbeir curious petrl- 
facilonsof Intertwining shrub roots, strolling gently along, with 
frequent greetings from traders, traveling Mugadorwards with lag¬ 
ging camel trains, from keen-eyed, wiry Arab hunters with long, 
quaint guns, I would come now aud then on a little clutter of 
blue pigeons pecking among tbe camels’ droppings, or a pretty 
turtle-dove or crested hoopoe would take short flights from rock 
to rock. 

Roaming over lowly sandhills, I one afternoon came suddenly 
on a handsome Jackal, but he popped Into bis bole, which was 
“convanlent,” before I could get my gun to my shoulder. 

Near the said bole I found feathery remains of a couple of 
young black dneks and sundry other birds, with a bit of fur, 
apparently of a leveret; and passing over the ridge and looking 
on to the next little depression among tbe hills, I suddenly saw a 
human skull grinning at me, and, advancing to tbe spot, found 
the complete skeleton of a woman, with a bit of rope round tbe 
neck, and not a shred of clothing near. This told a sad tale of 
tbe famine time* a few months back, when murders of women 
and children, for a few poor rags of clothing by men desperate 
with hunger, were of only too frequent occurrence. A few days 
later I saw the same Jackal, or another, stealing through tbe 
high ws tried fence of a melon garden; but again be was too 
sharp for me. They may be shot and some nice skins secured 
by snyone who will take the trouble to watch for them at night, 
near some tempting bait. 

Toward the beginning of August things began to Improve. 
Although, of course, no rain fell, there were many new arrivals 
on tbe lagoon, in the shape of red-shank, green-shank, and some 
larger waders. To the rocks came numbers of moat estimable 
whimbrel, warier gray plovers, oyster catchers, and other birds. 

I esteemed these Autumn whimbrel specially beceuse they had 
been bred evidently far from the haunts of gunning man, but 
they bad In other respects taken excellent care of themselves, 
would let me approach within forty, thirty yards, or even nearer, 
before they rose; they were fairly cased In fat, and most excel¬ 
lent eating. 

Wandering sborewards one day, a piscatorial Moor from Dia- 
bat hastened up to tell me that he knew where two big ducks 
were feeding. Eagerly I baetened along with my guide, and 
found, by a little pool beside an old deserted garden house, not 
duck. Indeed, but a couple of black Ibis, which I speedily secure<l, 
and sent tbeir skins soon afterward to London. 

Boon afterward my eye* were gladdened by tbe sight of a big 
flock of widgeon on the open lagoon. I did my beat to stalk them, 
but could not get nearer than eighty yards. I always fire at ducks 
when they are “In tbe same parish;” so I gave them both bar¬ 
rels as they rose. Bbot being Na 6 and gun an ordinary cylin¬ 
der, It did not “ fetch ” any of them. 

Bnt In October, after a tingle heavy shower of rain, toward tbe 
end of September, bad surprised and gladdened us, then the bllss- 
fnl sportsman In that free, sunny land where both game license 
and goo license are nnknown, where there Is no law of trespass, 
where be can wander freely at bis own sweet will, and shoot at 
whatever be pleases, might say with that genial veteran Lord 
William Lennox, “Here’s sport Indeed I” Then did birds of 
many a feather gather thickly on the broad lagoon, bard by the 
walls of our pleasant old town; then did blue pigeons and soft 
gray doves fly from garden to garden, and black ducks cluster 
more thickly on the shining blue waters of our bay. 

Then It was that, making delightful rambles with dear ol.l 
Casar and a keen-eyed, eager young companion, wandering In 
the charming freedom of bare-leggednesa over the soft sands 
toward Dlabat, meeting dark-eyed peasant women and weary 
wood-gatherers, who all had a pleasant greeting and a pious bless¬ 
ing for tbe well-known “ master of tbe dog;” passing the camel 
caravans wending tbeir way slowly “ over tbe bills and far away ” 
toward wild and distant Wadnoon, stopping for a chat with many 
an Arab mufrtrt, we would come upon ducks and teals, not i/uitt 
onstalksble, among the sandbllls by tbe first bend of the river; 
and, farther on, where brown eamrls browsed amid the thorny, 
dark-green brushwood that clothed tbe lofty hillsides. Id the val¬ 
leys where the stream flowed peacefully lietween glade* of glosay- 
leaved oleanders with a we^tb of fair pink blossom, never 
walked far without coming upon ducks, or teals, or coots, or 
moorbens, beside* plenty of less estimable birds. 

Pleasant, than, wer* tlie Incidents of our rough sport, com¬ 
mencing perhaps with a whimbrel, dropped Into a meloo-garden 
hard by tbe aqueducL Anon I might tee a couple of sand-grouse 
alight by the banija of tbe OBed'el'Gbore.l, Just before that 
quaint little river gM utterly swallowad op by the thirsty sands. 

A careful approach; up get* one out of range, the other follows 
when I am within forty ya^; and tha fat, heavy, beautifully- 
plumagad bird Is soon picked up by housst Omtar, s* It flops on 


the moist sand. Farther on, near the palm trees, pomegranate 
shrubs, cnenmber patches, and mabe plots of tbe “Cmperor’s 
Garden,” up rites suddenly a grey old heron from the long sedge 
at tbe corner, teiflpting me Irresistibly to a futile shot. 

Bnt I thonid not lightly past over tbe delirious af from second 
breakfast we had Just before, reclining on tbe smooth sward by 
the pellucid basin of tbe sand springs, where big hawks wheeled 
In the blue empyrean above ns. or perched on andent t-onlder* 
amid tbe glowing sand, and little yellow wagtails bustled about 
on cool b^ of water plants; while Cmsar dealt dismay and de¬ 
struction among the froggy tribe In tbe beds of sneeulent young 
water-cress, which made so healthful an adjunct to onr pleas¬ 
ant but frugal meal of bread and cheese and grapes. Another 
halt anon beneath the biggest palm-tree of the Emperor’s Garden, 
then a splash and a scurry aftn three wary coots. In a long shal¬ 
low pool amid the gleaming oleanders. A heron missed, a couple 
of jeweled kingfisher* admired, a passing bluernck bowled over; 
onward and upward, pasta cliff famed a* a nesting-place for fal¬ 
cons and a halt for blbnlons pigeons, whereof a little blue cloud 
files away over the myrtles and wild olive* a' onr approaeb,wblla 
a couple of eagles soar over the valley. Then at a comer, where 
feathery shrubs meet overhead, and droop graceful bough* Into 
tbe deep dark water, firing hastily at a diving coot, ou files a 
widgeon, which I miM. “ Missed him clean,” cries yonng C. 

“ Something In the water, I.fancy—hie In, CB»rl” A plunge, 
a short, swift swim, and Cmsar emerges with a floe coot. Btand- 
Ing pensively by the stream’s margin, while C ties tbe coot to 
tbe other biri, I espy something else floating on tbe smooth 
water beneath tbe dsrk-follaged bushes. Obedient, Cnsar hastens 
In again, and brings out a widgeon, killed accldentdly by the 
same shot as tbe not. Now following, now croa«lng tbe bed of 
the river, with a refreshing wade here, a thorny scramble there, 
we pass the slender white columns, graceful Moorish arches and 
crumbling walla of an old Bummer-bonse In a rank luxuriance of 
vegetation, beyond which we come to more “ ducky ” comers, to 
thick covers swarming with partridges, and finally to onr termi¬ 
nus, Pigeon Hill. Here flocks of tbe blue-rocks are contlnualy 
arriving and departing, perching sometimes In an old flg tree 
half way op the rough and lofty bill, but more often settling on 
the upper ledges of the cliff. Anyone desirous of regular pigeon 
shooting can take op his station here for a few hours with the 
certainty of sport, while the partridge-sh'Hiter will find Innnmei^ 
able coveys of red-legs all over the neighboring rough ground. 
Here and there a hare gives a hasty snap shot, or the furry form 
of an Ichneumon creeps lowly on the ground, soothing note* of 
turtle doves sound from many a tree and shrub, basking tortoises 
tumble from warm rock* Ihto cool water with many a startling 
splash. The sand near the top of Pigeon Hill grows so hot that 
I have to beat a hasty retreat from 1^ and give up tbe Idea of re- 
t leving a pigeon which bad fallen thereabouts, the “ bag’’ be¬ 
comes heavy, and we wearily, yet happily, tnra our faces town- 
ward, to be refreshed when we emerge from tbe pleasant valley 
of the Oued-el-Gbored by the sweet sea breexe that rastles over 
the crisp blue wavel ta of onr bay. 

A spoonbill duck, a snipe, and a teal, bagged within ten min¬ 
utes’ walk of the town wall^ gratified me on another lovely Oc¬ 
tober day. 

Another time, as the usual trio progressed up the sandy river 
bed beyond Dlabat, a pretty little Arab maiden, tending goats on 
the hillside. Informed me that there were tome “ big docks ” In 
tbe water among the sandhills on the opposite tide. 

Careful was the cireumbmdViHii I made, elaborate the stalk, 
crawling with utmost deliberation over the soft hot sand. Bnt 
I had slightly miscalculated the spot, and, as I peered eagerly 
over the last sandhill by the water, up with a splashing and a 
startled ’’ honk, hook!” rose a flock of nine ’’ ruddy geese," at 
about forty yards Instead of twenty, as they might have done It 
I had stalked ' hem right But I dropped one Into tbe water, 
winged, and he made such a show of fight that old Casar would 
not tackle him, but waited for me to come op, barking furiously 
round ray handsome prise. 

How we got among perfect swarms of big red-legged partridges; 
how many of them were too lasy to fly far, bnt rin on the sandy 
bill slope or dodged Into bushes close by; bow pigeons were 
more than usually numerous on the famous old hill, but I con¬ 
tented myself with two braces of them, because I had very few 
cartridges left; how we met some ducks quite near the town on 
our return, but my stalk was spoilt br some stopld Moors; bow 
I liecame keenly alive to the fact that tbe whole valley and the 
neighboring bills were swarmli g with game; how I killed my 
first snipe for the season by tbe border of the lagoon, and saw 
others at various grassy bends of tbe river, flitting about as con¬ 
fidingly as sandpipers; howl cruised about In a little Berthon 
boat, the sea having grown smooth, amid the flocks of sea duck 
on the bay; bow, with tbe genial commander of the Fex, I went 
over to tbe rocky corner of the Island, and there we captured, 
with long rods and fine tackel, divers bream and mullet, and 
wrasse; bow all these varied pleasures were of dally and easy 
access, I will not describe at greater length, lest I weary tbe 
editor and tantallxe tbe r.-ader. Nor will I enter Into details of 
the boar bunting and the really good partridge shooting obtained 
by certain friends of mine a little further Inland, nor of tbe bus¬ 
tard, antelope, and other/er<*, by his yarns concerning which a 
keen sporUman resident at Casablanca made my mouth water. 

Rather will I appeal to the sympathetic reader for pity. Inas¬ 
much as “circumstance* over which I have no control” have 
compelled me to quit those “scenes soc'.iarmlng,’’ and to hasten 
to tbe chilly, damp, and uncongenial atmosphere of London In 
November, Indulging dally In a saddened retro-pectof “tbe game 
1 left behind me.”— Saboelle. In London Field. 


Four Months In the Northweet. 


THIRD MONTH. 


Chioaoo, III. 

Editob Chioaoo Field; —Tbe third day was barren of resnits, 
so far as game was concerned, with tbe exception of four or five 
Jack-rabbits; we saw plenty of fresh signs of qnlte sherd of 
antelopes, but they all earned to go towa^ the center of th* 
bills Instead of to tbe water. Toward night we discovered the 
cause. In the shape of twelve or fifteen Indians, who bad been 
hunting on the sooth side of tha bills, and It I* said that deer 
and antelopes can smell an Indian farther than they can any other 
wild animal. Wa purchased what pelt* they bad and grew quite 
friendly with them; they were of the Winnebago tribe, living on 
a reservation south of Sioux City, Iowa, but across the river In 
Nebraska. They were quit* Intelligent, speaking English 
fluently. They proposed a night hunt for deer In a swamp about 
five or six miles away on the Niobrara river bottom. This being 
comparatively a n w method to us, we g'adly accepted tbeir Invi¬ 
tation and provided ourselves with a flre-Jsck, such as I* used In 
fishing with a spear, which we bad brought with us. Tbe Indiana 
bad a rudely conetructed substitute for one, bnt were better pro¬ 
vided than ourselves In tbe matter of light, having a great quan¬ 
tity of pine and fir knots, thoroughly dry, and soaked In a mix¬ 
ture ol turpentine and kerosene, wh la we had brought along 
plenty of csodle-wlcklug aud batting, which after bring satnrat'-d 
with oil or lurtwoilna gives nearly as good a light as th* knots, 
but not qnitu so bright and msking mnoh more ct a

Arriving at camp we found they had captured 
one doe and seen several others, but either their shooting was poor 
or the distance to • great, for this was all iho lock they had. 

Presently wo heard Tom returning, apparently heavy laden, and 
then ho showed ns the fruits of his tramp, the doe be had fol¬ 
lowed, and she was a beauty, he and his cur dog had followed her 
away Into the wild rice and rushes where she was easily esptured; 
and right hero I may state that these Indian cur dogs beat any thing 
elae In the dog line for tracking and mounting game. They are 
the roost disagreeable kind of dog, a cross between the common¬ 
est kind of cur and, well, nothing expresses It the nearest of any 
thing, living on the refuse of any thing the Indians can’t eat, and 
what they don’t eat a hog will turn up bis nose at; poorly fed 
and worse treated. It's a wonder to any one they work at all, but 
they do duty. When on a pilgrimage the squaws hamesi them 
np with a breast strap and a back saddle ami two long poles fam 
toned together forming a pair of thills, and then loail them with 
furs, pelts, and other things. Including generally a pappoose, the 
squaw alwat s carrying the teepee poles and other necessaries, the 
“buck *’ V alklng majestically In front with his gun and perhaps 
two or three pounds of ammunition, and his pipe that be has 
always with him." Then the dogs have to hunt their supper, or 
dinner, as the case may be. 

Wo relumed to camp with our spoils. Meantime« disagreea¬ 
ble rain bad set In, making trawling anything but pleasant. This 
rain, which lasted three days and nights, was a kind of stpnn, a 
specialty of this country, and In Winter Is what Is known as a 
“bllxastd,”and,asln the preeentcase, when one drop of tain was a 
barrel full, made os think of home. Hans had made evarythlng 
eAcore,also a trench for running off the wator,sud for three days we 
were like Jonah of old, pretty closely confined. Tbs second night 
wa had qnite an sdven'nre alth wolvea The dogs bad been Vi ry 
uneasy all tl e nli.g, and occsslonvUy we could hear Ihe balk¬ 
ing of tbs cnyilra; ishar;., alirlll cry an i 0 "cu In a while a heavier, 
eoarser voice would sound, showing lha coyotes bad company. 
After we bad gone to bed, 81m aroused aa, with the Information 
^pelhlag was ” going through ” onr provMoos. We donusd 


our rubber coats and 1st our Indian cur loose, and such a atamp^ 
you never saw. About six or seven coyotes and two |mf wolves 
had got onto our venison and pelts, and already had done con¬ 
siderable damage ; they made quite a fight, too, ^th the d(«, tat 
a few shots frightened two of them so badly they <»nldn t get 
over It. We got their scalps, that to one little one and one a gray 
wolf; the bounty on their scalps $8.00 and 11.7S, paid for the 

meat and hides they had stolon. _ 

The coyote CanU tatnuu, or prairie-wolf, to of a dull yellowish 
gray In the unper parts, running downwards Into a dirty white. 
It stands about two feet In height and to fleet of foot. They have 
a mixed, snapping bark and a shrill, owlish howl, and are great 
cowards, but sharp thieves when led by the more savage gray

four sportsmen, all at that time residents of Treks, 8toklyon pe 
concluded to take a band at the quails, and having been nforata re 
by a mutual friend, Mr. Nels Cash, that the quails on his rancho kl 
In Shasta Valley, eighteen miles from Troka, wore so 'hun^nt 
that they actually destroyed part of his crops, and that be wished wi 
us to come and hunt them, we agreed to go out there. His p« 
ranche Is located In a beanUful swale at the foot of the mountain, 
a short distance west from Sheep Rock, and ataut four mllM th 
north of the Big Springs In the Cedars; Joining Cash’s rancho Is wl 
the rsnche of Mr. George Miller. The two ranchre ^upy the m 
lltUe valley, which Is about three-fourths of a mile In length and hi 
not over half a mile wide at the widest On both sides Is rising to 
ground, and the mountain Is within a short distance of Miller s th 
house. The vslley Is sloping south, and a small mountain rivulet wi 
to wending down through both ranches, along which there Is a 
strong growth of willows. Scattered lo various parts of ttese 
fields, where the soli la not under cultivation. Is heavy sage brush In 
and bunches of rank grase. some rocky places, etc., affording lo 
mrit exXot shelter for the quails. Besides the little stream H 
there are several springs on C«h’s rancho, and a ^ 
snlnee and an occasional duck can be found. The four sporta- lx 
mw were: Jerome Churchill, Esq., Wm. Stine, Esq., Henry ai 
Wadsworth Esq., and the writer. At about half after six o clock 
in the morning, equipped with all essentials for a good day s

ler’s honse.and we took along a dry gully with willows »f d sage- 1 
brush, where a ditch was winding around, and found Plenty of ( 
quails to occupy our attention, while our comrades also had c 
plenty to do. After being driven from the willows and scattered i 
the quails laid very good to the dogs, snd we had m(wt excellent 1 
shooting, as the sage Is low and In no way obstructs the sl^t < 
Along the willows, however, there to almost all snapshooting, 
and It la marvelous how quick the quails are over the tops and j

T Tbs lunch over we again took the field, and for another two 
hours and a half we continued onr sport with good sneoess, At 
d about lour o’clock p. m., we came back to the ranche, and

We coolo, ^r- 
g haps, have bagged fifty rabbits during the day. tat we only shot

m During a residence of nineteen years In California, I have had

March 30, 1880. 

Going out one morning from Treka late In the Fall to bant 
quails, I righted a created quail running Into a thick bunch of 
willows at a small flat below and near the creek. Knowing the 
habita of these quails of always taking to the bills, I Immediately 
took position above the said willows, and then sent my dog In. 
Immtalately there was a start of a single quail, which I killed, 
and which my dog brought after I bad reloaded. Thinking there 
might be another quail In the willows, I again sent Dash lo, and 
this time there came two, both of which I also killed. Having 
again reloads 1 and bagged these two, another quail having got 
away while loading. I sent the dog again to the willows, and 
again begged one quail. In this manner I killed from the same 
place fourteen mountain quails from a covey of seventeen. But 
now, of the peculiar haUt of this quail which I wish to relate. 
On the day after a fall of snow I went to bunt mountain quails, 
and after finding their track I followed It very carefully until I 
spied the covey through some chaparal, fully forty yards ahead 
ofme, and being does together I concluded to fire lo among 
them, which I did, kllllog and wounding fonr. To my surprise, 
the briance did not fiy, but on the contrary several of the quails 
not wounded attacked a couple of the wounded most severely. 
I was ao astonished at the occurrence that I became a sprll- 
bouod observer of the very curious behavior of the quails, and so 
perelstent was the attack that It was kept np until I had my gun 
reloaded and again emptied Into the covey, when the quails not 
klUrd flew away. 

I related the above Incident after returning from tbe bunt and 
was told that several other parties hsd seen the same thing hap¬ 
pen during their hunting experience. 

A friend of mine, now a resident of Jacksonville. Oregon, by 
tbe name of Henry Pape, said It bad happened to him, but only 
when be was hidden from the sight of the quails, as was the 
case with myself. If this extraordinary behavior of the birds 
have ever been related, which I very much doubt. It may bear to 
be repeated. But these quails are so seldom pursued and observed 
that hut very little Is known of their habits, at least aa far as the 
writer knows. OuLorr Noruas.

It commenced snowing 
here on tbe evening of tbe 12tb, and kept It np most of the time 
until the evening of the 18th, with considerable wln-l and 
Increasing cold all the time, and this morning the mercury stood 
20 ° below xero, and every lake and slough froxen np tight for 
the next ten days. Verily, the poor duck has a hard time of It, 
for this Is the third time they have concluded to return to their 
Winter home this season. 'The sportsmen here have bad shells

For a large kennel pot one pint of beiriea to half a gallon of 
whisky—apple Jack pr^srred—1st soak till It gets strong with 
tha brivy. It for Immediate use, mash a few berrias and put In 
a pint of whisky, let soak for an hour, or over night It la well 
to mash a few of tbe berries even when potting In a larger quan¬ 
tity. Pour It on tbe dug from tbe eyes to the tall, and rub In 
thoroughly. It fleas are very bad, and yon want to make short 
work of them, put some on tbe throst and between the tore legs. 

There need te no tear of poisoning tbe dogs, aa they will oot 
lick themselves. It you cannot find tha berry In the Western 
drug-stores, I will send you a quantity to make a trial of.

The Pntrle Dog. 

Chiosoo III. 

SDlTom CBloaoo Fibld:—T he prairie dog {Cyn;mue ludoriri- 
i onus) Is a rodent eubject worthy of tome ooualderallon, and I 
beg to present to the readers of the Chioaoo Fiilu my Ideas re¬ 
garding this most curious of all animals, regsrdlng which some 
surmlMd history U given as fact In a hunUng experience 
ranging ovar thirteen years, spent In close observation of oatural 
animal history, I have made a few notee which may be of Interest. 
The ttortes by Wsablngton Irving, and others, who easnally pass 
by dog towni, are nicely « ritten; on close Inveetigatlon the natu¬ 
ral history don't pan ont worth a cent. Of conree I am not dog¬ 
matic In my opinion but ’tie given bonetUy for what It la worth. 

I Dog towns range In tlie from one to forty scree In area 
and always la the aame general shape. The mounds are about ten 
Inches high, sloping graduslly each way, with a round bole ex. 
actly In the center, largo enough to admit the dog, oven If be 
does, when disturbed, tometimes eomereanlt backward to gala 
antrance. 

The loealloH of a town la of ss much Importance to the dogs u 
If they were human being*. The soil ti alway* of the same char¬ 
acter, a light sandy loam, on which, what 1 * known at Thatcher's 
grass, grows. Perhaps a deacriptlon of this gnus would not be 
ainlaa. It resembles a diminutive corn-stalk In appearance, 
usually growing to a height of three to 9ve feet, with a lassel top 
like a corn-stalk; the roots are very large and long, being Jointed 
and Bometimee reaching down nfteen to eighteen Inches, forming 
what la kc'wn ss pest, and an excellent article for fuel. The 
dogs live during the Winter on these rooU, com when they can 
get It, scorns and basel-nuts, and, like the coon and bear, they 
sock their paw* when out of other provUlon*. They rarely In¬ 
habit a country tbat la well cultivated, end their coming and go- 
I lag Is a mystery to every one. I have twice In my experience 
come upon them while rolgraling. Dog towns are very far 
1 apart and no communication whatever between them. The near¬ 
est together I ever knew them to be was only about sixty miles 

I ftpMrt. 

' The migrations I speak of wore observed In the Republican and 
Elkhorn Valleys, when traveling on a bright moonlight night, 

I 1 far ahead we eaw leveral small objects dodging In and ont of the 
road-way. I tbonghtat 6 rst they most bo Jack rabbit* or coons, 

• but a succeasfnl shot aoon eatlsSed our curiosity, and we found 
' a 8 ne female species of the “ dog." Their general build, when 

tell grown, 1 * about the atyle and slao of a fat honse-cst, with 
very short leg*, of a brownleh-grey color, larger than a musk-rat, 

- and not so large so a skonk. Regarding their compai.lons, I dis¬ 
believe the owl and rattlesnake storlet; for In the 8 rat place, owls 
ere not pertlil to the country occupied by the “dog," as no timber 
j of any conaequenco grows where they stay, and owls proverbially 
t slay In hollow trees; there Is a specie# of hawk, however, that 
get* Its subsislenee from moles, gophers, ground mice snd such 
i smaller anlmsle. Including young prairie chickens, quails snd 
grouse; but never a small or largo owl have I been sole to find 
> I any trace of In or near a dog town. So far aa rattleenakes are 
’ concerned, the soil of the town will not admit of their staying 
P there. A ralUeanako In order to thrive must have a rockg, sunny 

* I exposure, and when found any other place le probably on a for^* 

_ Ing expedition. I once took a spade and followed a d g dive for 

1 over two hundred feet, and caught a rattler In the den\ but he 
had four young dogs In hi* Btomach and was laboring on the 
nflh. Ro we* easily killed, and proved to be an old stager, being 
!•• four feet »nd three Inches long with seven rattles and a button 
Pe«ce and harmony did not reign In that camp, a* It was evident 
1 the family had been Intruded upon. A dog family Is rather large, 

*• *0 to apeak, the female breeding from four to seven youngsters, 
suckling them a* a cat or bitch doca Its young. They are of a 
1 very delicate shade of brownish-grey; a* they grow older they 
I get lighter on the stomach and darker on the bat-k. I once tried 
1 to domesticate a pair, but they both died. 

In a dog town the atreet* are all connected and rsngo from 
one to three feet bvlow the surface of the ground, the street 
•i® being a passage of some six or eight Inchea In diameter and well 
1 beaten. They live In warm, dry quarters, their eating and other 
*»• duties being transacted In lower apartment*. Their vllUgea 
are a perfect network of streets, every house being connected, 
'<*• and when you went to catch a do« by digging him out you are 
liable to dig several miles before y.m 9nd him, and be makes a 
very strong 8 ght when you do 6 nd blm. It la almost lin ossible 
to get a prairie dog either alive or dead without digging him 
I out. On your approacb to the vicinity of a dog town, you will see 
1 them playing about uttering a peculiar cry and rolling over and 
lb® I over one another like so many kittens, but the Instant an aunn 
Is given, which le a short yelp or berk, every dog assumes an 
upright position upon bis baunebea, at the entrance to hi* 
“K- I house and alway* on the aide nearest the enemy. You can *9*“” 
the whole day shooting them either with rl 8 e or shot-gun, with 
!#• chambered shells, but not a dog can you get unless you dig for 
•") him. At the sound of a gun they turn a complete somersault, 
##■ disappearing In the hole, and, for several momenta not *n anl- 
mat can be seen. Finally, one more venturesome than the rest 
will poke his nose out and If all Is quiet will come forth assum- 
1 teg the same “ sentinil" poeltloo aa before. They seem to have 
rat a regularly orgaulaed boepttal corps, for If you are fortunate 
enough to wound one or blow him all to piece* they get him Into 
the bouse and the only thing you can see are a few dog-gone o 
’ remneni* carefully gathered by the underground undertakers. 

The location of their towns are always on what la known m » 
" bottom " near a running stream of water. To the practice 
la ofaeeryer of the peculiarities of animal life, the opinion* and ci- 
’ 1 porionce* of others I* always of more or less yaluo 
g* and as I bays given In my experience, 1 ahould like 
I hear from other* of the brethren who may do good by speaking- 
' HaoBT Gu-aaRT.

CHAPTER II.

Wben we left Boetoo we bed nine men eboerd—the capteln, 
two metee, etewerd, end five men forwerd. In tecking, reeBog 
or tarllDg tbe captain took the wheel and all bande were ex¬ 
pected to take bold and work; bat our Brat mate did not ealcalate 
to do anything, and didn't, except with bla tongue, and that wia 
contlonailj on the go, and almoat alwaya engaged In Bnding fault 
(or aome trlTlal thing or another. 

Tbe captain, a man of about aixty, waa a thorough aallor, and 
w energetic and amart aa many younger men. Nothing annoyed 
bim ao much aa to aee anything wrong about the rigging, aalla, 
or bull of bla Teaael, and owing to t e conatltutionol areralon to 
work of tbe mate he waa continually In a Bdget. 

He woe a great bond to carry on aall till the laat acoond, and aa 
long aa be could walk dry-ahod on the top of tbe cable he waa 
all light, and when the main deck waa full of weUr be would re¬ 
mark that ahe waa “going along comfortable.*’ 

“Wbat’aabe doing now, Hr. C.l" he would tay, oa be came 
up from below. 

“ Eight knota, air,” tbe mate would anawer. 

“ Out tbe r’yal on her! ” would be tbe next query. 

" No, air; furled It half an hour ago In a aquall.*' 

“ Well, clap it on, and erory inch of mnalln ahe'll carry I Keep 
her so’-oo’-weat, and call me If It blowa any harder I " and down 
below he'd go fora nap, and tome poor Jack mutt climb aloft to 
louae royal, gaff, topealla and atayaalio, only to furl them again 
In an hour. How I dreaded to tee that royal act when I came on 
deck at night, and how I uoed to hope the wind would not lo- 
creaoe; every cloud, though no larger than a man'a hand, waa 
watch^ anxloualy until It patted over ua and to leeward. It 
waa generally my luck to have to looae and furl that tall In my 
watch, and It got monotonoua at laat, to aay nothing of tbe exer¬ 
tion required to climb aloft when encaeed In oll-akint. 

Tbe mate waa a ‘'down-eaater,” and waa "born tired.” Tbe 
only time he would move with any degree of apryneoe waa wben 
a bucketful of water came over the aide, and then he'd Jump like a 
deer. He waa fu-ay, fault-flndlng, and uncertain at the Irlab- 
man’a Bea, and bad no friendt for’ard or aft. Hla pet name, 
given by the aleward, waa tbe corpae,” and It waa appropriate. 
A Brat-rate, pleaoant man aobore, at tea be could command no re- 
tpect from the men nor hla brotber offlcera. 

Tbe oecund mate. Hr. Kelly, waa a eon of tbe Emerald lale. Aa 
ainart and energetic aa the mate waa the reverae, he waa generally 
liked by all. 

The men were Loula and Joe, two Portugueoe from Fayal; the 
former ao old wbaletmaii who could and did aptn many a yarn of 
a whaler’s life; the latter, a young chap wbo having made a trip 
up the Hudoon, and one mackerel Bahtng, consider^ hlmaelf as 
haying graduated with high honors from tbe nautical school, and 
that what A< did not know about all kinds of vesaela, from a dory 
to a frigate, was not worth koowlqg. He was a fair singer, and 
enlivened the spore time we bad with tongs of tbe sea. 

Tbe rest of the crew we will diapooe of In a lump, partly be¬ 
cause the writer la one of them, and partly becauae two of them 
ran away In Philadelphia. They were an Englishman, an Irltb- 
man and Jack; (air sailon; they minded their own business, and 
did their growling to tbemselvea. 

And now that you all know tbe men who lived on tbe ocean 
wave we'll proceed, and endeavor to tell what sort of a life they 
lived. 

We had a light, fair wind on Saturday until 10 p. m., wben It 
went ahead and all hands were called out to tack ship, and were 
kept out until 4 o’clock Sunday morning. We were hauling up 
the foresail preparatory to tacking, when off Newcastle, all bands 
being engaged In tbe work, when Hr. C. looked ahead and there 
was a schooner anchored cl jse to the shore. It was too late to 
keep off and paaa her to leeward, and the mate aung out to tbe 
captain at tbe wheel to “luff I'* but as be had to take ids choice 
of running us ashore or striking tbe schooner, be chose the latter 
as being the lets of the two evils, and we went Into her. 

At we struck her, tbe crew rushed on deck In rather scanty 
costume, their first thought being that they were sinking, but 
beyond some alight damage to her rigging ahe was n t Injured. 

The damage to our vessel waa even less, and was caused by the 
fluke of our anchor catching to the schooner’s rigging, and tbe 
anchor being dragged aft on tbe rail, scarring our side some. As 
toon as possible after striking, our head tails were backed and a 
line taken to the wharf and Uere we lay aome hours before pro¬ 
ceeding. All day Sunday we were bard at work tacking until 
late In the afternoon we arrived off Chester and anchored. Tbe 
next day we took a tog and were taken to Philadelphia, where we 
arrived about two o’clock. Went Into Qreenwlch dock on Tuesday, 
and at one o’clock tbe first Installment of our cargo went clattering 
down tbe chute Into tbe bold. At one o’clock the next day we 
had 40U tons aboard and were taken to Willow street wharf for the 
balance of our cargo, consisting of railroad Iron and a street 
engine. 

Monday evening everything was aboard except tbe engine, and 
to get that we wera obliged to make one more move, which we 
did the next day, hauling'ont to the end of the wharf under a large 
crane which waa to be used In loading tbe engine. In hauling out 
we had a bad time. First our yards got fouM with a ship’s, and 
one of our brace blocks was broken; then our hawser parted 
and the tide took ns against tbe end of the dock, the ting stop¬ 
per (a chain, one end fast aboard, tba other pasted through tbe 
ring on tbs anchor and up through the oat-head to hold tbe 
aocbor) parted, and away went Ihe anchor with fifteen or twenty 
fathoms of chain. At last we succeeded In reaching the place we 
started (or, and making fast, and before night the engine was In 
Its place on deck, between the main mast and fore hatch, ready 
to be lashed and braced before getting outside. 

At ten the next day a tog came olongatde, the Haas were cast 
off, and weatarted, but not down the river as expected, Inatead, 
the current took ns up-stream In aplteof tbe tag,which was doing 
Its best, and after drifting a quarter of a mile we anchored until 
after dinner, wben we hove op sod wore lowed off Um Navy 
yard, where we anchored to wall for the rest of Ihe crew, two of 
our men baring thrown their trapa over the bows Into a boat 
while we were In Oreenwicb dock, and left without saying good- 
bys to anyooe, a trick which real saliors are addicted to. Just aa 
the stage and story-book aallor la eontinnally “ hitching op” hla 

We were very deeply loaded, the slightest ripple tending the 
y*W r monlng throng the aenppara, and no one aboard felt 
Wry sanguine about arriving safely at Havana, but we were In 
■or It, and beyond taking all poaalbls pteoantlona to save our- 
wives, In ease of accident, could do ootblag. Tbe cargo and 
*** HKor*^ and tte men arere merMy macbloas, which 
be replaced for a few doUara a aaonih. 

, ^ tag caaae down about noon on FHdny, October 11, brtag- 
CaptnlB and h a l a nre of Ihe etew. They were two Finns, 


one, toll and thin, called Charlie, bearing tbe Pbllsdelphlaooat 
of anna on bis face, In tbe aba|« of a bmtHfiU blaek rps, and the 
other, abort and stout, named Pete, big mouth, thick Upo, «n»eii, 
squinting eyes, low, retreating forehead, he was about as bmtal 
and Ignonmt looking a mao as Is often seen, sod his looks did 
not belle him, os subaequent events proved. 

How many of tbe sea stories written for brya have such char-' 
aetera la thra, and In bow many vessels of the books will such 
accommodatloo for the men as I have deacrlbod be foondf 
Nothing of tbe sort Is mentloued In any story I ever read. The 
men are always a jolly, rollicking set with nothing much to do 
but spin yama, draw their allowance of grog, smoke and sleep. 
Tbe fo’e’stle Is a large apace between deekit, where the cbcsts are 
atowed and hammocks swung. 

After dinner we started down tbe river, only to anchor again 
at night. How many times more must our anchor kiss tbe mud 
before being lashed on tba fo’e’stle, was my thought, as, with a 
splash and tremendous clatter, the huge piece of Iron went to tbe 
bottom, dragging twenty-five fathoms of chain after It. An un¬ 
lucky day for a start, the old superstition has It, and as far as the 
weather which we bad tbe whole passage, was concerned. It wu 
an unlucky day, though we luckily arrived In port right side up. 

Early the next morning we hove up anchor, set all aall, and 
proceeded on our way with a fair wind. The wind Increased as 
we neared the Breakwater, and tbe vresel began to roll and tost 
aa she forced her way through teas which were rolling In from tbe 
Atlantic. 

0.ie sail after another was furled until only our topsails and 
fore and aft sails were left. 

Tbe mate reported both anchors over tbe bow, and the fifteen- 
fathom shackle at the hawse hole. Tbe sea was running heavy, 
and a large number of vessels were at anchor waiting (or the 
weather to moderate bef.ire going out. 

“ All ready forward I ’’ shouted the pilot 

’' All ready, sir,” wai the answer. 

“ Let go topsail halliards,” was the next order, and tbe yard 
was lowered, downbauls hauled taut and belayed. The jibs were 
hauled down, and tbe wheel pot down to bring tbe vessel head 
to tbe wind before letting go tbe anchor. Just as she got Into 
tbe Iro gb of the sea a big wave came roaring and tumbling 
along; It struck us amidships, dashed high above the railing, and 
came on deck with a shock which made the vessel tremble. As 
It came over the side It tore tbe small boat from tbe davits, 
smashing the bow and side like an egg-shell, and set everything 
which was loose on deck afloat. Then there was sport for a few 
momeots. Tbe vessel rolling her railings under, sails flapping, 
and tbe officers Issuing orders as fast as poulble. Into the water 
to our waists we had to go and haul the yards round, get the 
vessel “ off ” again and take a fresh start 

At last we drop,ied both anchors, witb sixty fathoms on port 
and twenty fathoms on starboard, furled the sails, made things 
as snug as possible on deck and went below (or supper. 

After supper we “ chalked ” (or anchor watches which Is done 
thusly: Uiie man Is sent out of tbe (o’c'stle and another marks 
with a bit of chalk a square on a chest, bunk-b 'ard, or any 
convenient place, divided Into os many pa^ as there are men. 
Esch man then has aome number or mark placed In a certain 
portion of the square and one Is also given to the man who Is 
out, be Is then c^led In and rubs out one of tbe marks, tbe man 
owning It having tbe first watch, and so on. Tbe “ anchor 
watches ” are generally set at 8 p. m., and last until 5 a. m., 
when tbe second mate la called, thus giving each mao one hour 
and forty-eight minutes on deck. 

There was a strong northeast wind all night and the vessel 
rolled heavily In tbe sea, the water being knee-deep on deck. 
The place Is anything but a safe harbor (or storm-detained ves¬ 
sels, as tbe dIsmantM masts of eight schooners which bad sunk 
at their anchors sufficiently proved. 

Dismal enough they looked slicking out of tbe water, with 
nothing but the shrouds left, and painfully suggestive of what 
might be our (ate unless we were specla ly favored by the “ dear 
little cherub ” wbo Is said to “ sit up aloft and look out for tbe 
life of poor Jack.” 

Sunday woe clear and warm, a beautiful day. The wind and 
sea had abated, and we prepared (or a day of rest. But no 1 tbe 
time a sailor has to himself would not make many days in a year, 
and about 10 o’clock we were ordered to lower tbe big boat, and 
with tbe second mate went aboard a small brigantine which had 
nearly dragged ashore the previous night, and helped her crew 
get her under way and anchor In a safer place. This took until 
past dinnertime, but our salt junk and “ duff ” tasted all tbe bet¬ 
ter (or the delay. 

Tbe next day we ware at work from daylight to dark, setting 
op tbe rigging and trying to do the two weeks’ work which was 
necessary to make the VMSel really fit (or a sea voyage. In one day. 

This was our last day before getting (airly on our way for 
“ lands a-far,” os tbe song has it, and perhaps tbe reader Is as 
glad of It as we were, (or a sailor likes bis “ watch and watch,” 
and dislikes the long hours of work when at anchor, after the 
first day or two.
